This Response to Notice of Noncompliant Amendment is filed in response to the 
Notice of Noncompliant Amendment mailed May 4, 2004, stating that the amendment to the 
claims filed on 2/1/04 does not comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.121(c) because it 
does not include a listing indicating the status of claims 1-72. These claims were cancelled via 
a Prehminary Amendment filed on 8/13/2001.
